DRY IS IN THE CONSTITUTION 


By Unanimous Decision of the U. S. 


Supreme Court. 


The Supreme Court of the United 


States on Monday stamped as con- 
stitutional the/ Eighteenth Amend- 
ment- 


Section i. After one year from 


the ratification of this article the 
manufacture, sale or transportation 
of intoxicating-' liquors within, the 
importation thereof into, or the ex- 
portation thereof from the United 
States and all territories subject to 
the jurisdiction thereof for beverage 
purposes is hereby prohibited. 


Section 2. The Congress and the 


several States shall have concurrent 
power to enforce this article by ap- 
propriate legislation. 


The conclusions of the Court were 


presented in eleven rulings, as fol- 
lows : 


"i. The adoption by both houses 


of Congress, each by a two-thirds 
vote, of a joint resolution propos- 
ing an amendment to the Constitu- 
tion sufficiently shows that the pro- 
posal was deemed necessary by all 
who voted for it. An express decla- 
ration that they regarded it as neces- 
sary is not essential. 
None of the 


resolutions whereby prior amend- 
ments were proposed contained such 
a declaration. 


"2. The two-thirds vote in each 


house which is required in proposing 


an amendment is a vote or two- 
thirds of the members .present—as- 
suming the presence of a quorum— 
and not a vote of two-third's of the 
entire membership present and ab- 
sent. 


"3. The referendum provisions of 


State Constitutions and statutes can- 
not be applied, consistently with the 
Constitution of the United States, in 
the ratification or rejection of amend- 
ments to it. 


'•4. The prohibition of the manu- 


facture, sale, transportation, importa- 
tion and exportation of intoxicating 
liquors for beverage purposes, as 
em&oaied in the "Eighteenth Amend- 
ment, is within the power to amend 
reserved by Article V of the Consti- 
tution. 


"5. That 
amendment 
by 
lawful 


proposal and ratification has become 
a part of the Constitution, and must 
be respected and given effect the 
same as other provisions of that in- 
strument. 


"6. The first section of the amend- 


ment—the one embodying the prohi- 
bition—is operative throughout the 
entire territorial limits of the United 
States, binds all legislative _ bodies, 
courts, public officers and individuals 
within those limits, and of its own 
force invalidates any legislative act, 
—whether bv Congress, by a State; 
Legislature, or by a Territorial As-j 
semblv—which authorizes or sanc-j 
tions what the section prohibits. 
' 


"7. The 
second 
section 
of 
thej 


amendment—the one declaring 'thej 
Congress and the several States shall j 
have- concurrent power to enforce | 
this article by appropriate legisla-j 
tion'—does not enable Congress or- 
the several States to defeat or thwart j 
the prohibition, but only to enforce i 
it by appropriate means- 
J 
"8. The words "concurrent power'! 


in that section do not mean joint: 
power, or require that legislation | 
thereunder by Congress, to be erfec-j 
live, shall be approved or sanctioned! 
by the several States or any of them; 
nor do they mean that the power to 
enforce is divided between Congressj 
and the several States along the lines j 
which separate or distinguish foreign j 
and interstate commerce from intra-j 
state affairs. 
j 
'•9. The power confided to Con-| 


gress bv that section, while not ex- 
clusive/ is territorially 
co-extensive 


with the prohibition of the first sec- 
tion, 
embraces 
manufacture 
and 


other intrastate transactions as ^"cll 
as importation, exportation, and in- 
terstate traffic, and is in nowise de- 
pendent on or affected by action or 
inaction on the part of several States 
or any of them. 
"io. That power may be exerted 


against the disposal for beverage 
purposes of liquor manufactured be- 
fore the amendment became effec- 
tive, just as it may be against subse- 
quent manufacture for those pur- 
poses. In either case it is a consti- 
tutional mandate or prohibition that 
is being" enforced- 
"u. While recognizing that there 


are limits beyond which Congress 
cannot go in treating ^beverages as 
within its power of enforcement, we 
think those limits are not transcend- 
ed bv the provisions of the Volstead 
act wherein liquors containing as 
much as one half of one per cent, of 
aicohol by volume and fit for use 
for beverage purposes are treated as 
with-n that pqwer.
